Another broadcast has gone out to you, another invitation has been given, and we 
pray that another soul has been won.

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SUBJECT ANALYSIS 


Theoiogy—The doctrines of the Bible are set forth and studied in detail. The 
text used is "The Students Handbook of Christian Theology" by Field. 

Pastoral Theology— Treats the value and methods of pastoral work which 
will safeguard a Christian worker from many pitfalls in his early ministry. 

Homiletics—Is a study in sermon construction, its delivery, and the preacher 
himself. Text: "The Making of the Sermon" by Pattison. 

Prophecy—(Daniel and Revelation) A study of the prophetic teachings of 
scripture. 

Pentateuch—This course covers Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers, and 
Deuteronomy. 

Historical Books of Old Testament—A study is made of the books of Joshua 
to Esther. 

Bibliology—-The Bible is introduced as to its origin and history. Text: "Our 
Sixty Books" by Rice. 

Personal Work—Covers methods on how to memorize to retain, and to apply 
scriptures for successful soul winning. Text: "Personal Work" by 
R. A. Torrey. 

Bible History and Geography—A study of the geographical aspect of the 
Old and New Testament events. Text by J. L. Hurlburt.
